Rep. Melvin Price, 83, second in 
seniority and one of the most pow- 
erful congressmen in U.S. history, 
died Friday at 4:45 p.m. (CDT) of 
cancer of the pancreas. Speciai 
elections are to be held this sum: 
mer to fill his position 

Reporting stomach pain early 
Friday morning, Mr. Price was 
admitted to Malcolm Grove Hospi- 
tal, Andrews Air Force Base, Md. 

He had been in failing health for 
the past month, when he decided 
against chemotherapy treatment, 
but his death shocked 21st District 
residents and the.many national 
and world leaders who knew him. 
Pres. Ronald Reagan said he is 
“deeply saddened.” 

A congressienal aide in Wash- 
ington starting in 1933, after pre 
ous work~as. an East St. Louis 
sports writer, Mr. Price was elect- 
ed-to-Congress as a Democrat in 
November 1944 while a World War 
Il Army corporal. He served con- 
tinuously since then and was plan- 
ning to retire at the end of his 22nd 
two-year term.

“This is our Memorial Day, 
our Holocaust,’’ said the Rev. 
Nerses Manoogian, pastor of St. 
Gregory's. 

But President Ronald Reagan 
has referred to the mass killings 
as “‘alleged,’’ and the current 
government of Turkey denies 
there was a deliberate pogrom. 
It claims that many of those who 
died were rebels and terrorists, 
anyway, their killing justified by 
war. 


It claims whatever non-com- 
batants died did so from disease 
and starvation brought on by the 
chaos _of- war. And_it says that 
the numbers of the dead are 
vastly overstated and far 
smaller than the number of 
Turks who died in ‘the war. 

The Armenians say such deni- 
_alg are lies. They Say western 
governments refuse to acknowl- 
edge the fact of the holocaust 
because Turkey is a member of 
NATO (North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization). They say U.S 
presidents and the State Depart- 
ment have refused to acknowl- 
edge it in order fo stay on good 
terms with Turkey and thus pro- 
tect U.S. military bases there. 

Meanwhile, many victims 
have been forgotten by ~all but 
their relatives and some histori- 
ans.. 

One man, at least, believed 
inthe reality of what has been 
called “‘the first genocide of the 
20th century.” His‘name? 

Hitler. 

On Aug. 22, 1939, in a speech 
outlining his plans for Poland, 
the’ German dictator said, “‘I 
have given orders:to my Death

:ident should in every possible 


instance consult with Congress 
before and after committing U.S. 
forces to hostile areas or areas 
where hostilities appear-tmmi- 
nent, 

The law also requires the 

resident to withdraw U.S. 
forces within 60 days unless Con- 
gress has declared war or autho- 
rized a continuation of the mili- 
tary presence. 

Congress may extend the 60- 
day limit another 30 days if the 
president certifies that the extra 
time is need for the safety of 
American forces, according to 
the law. . 
. Simon, two other senators and 
100 Democratic House members 
filed suit last year in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court to get the administra- 
tion to comply with the War 
Powers Act, Huey said. 

In December, U.S. Judge 
George Revercomb dismissed” 
the suit. Although some lawmak- 
ers have appealed the case, 
eumort decided to bow out, she 
said.

Hartford: singer, songwriter, river-boat pilot

John Hartford continues to be 
a dynamic presence in Ameri- 
./ca’s folk,. and country and west- 
ern music scenes. He long has 
been ‘a favorite among audiences 
in the mid- EMIssissppt Valley and 
“recently performed or “Garrison 
Keilor’s ‘Prairie Home Compan- 
jon’’_and the 20th Anniversary 
Smothers Brothers reunion. He 
also” appears “on™ cable tetevi- 
sion’s Nashville Network. 


Hartford is a singer, songwrit- 
er, dancer, author and river-boat 
pilot who grew up in University 
City, Mo. His cunning. blend of 
‘bluegrass, country and western 
and square dance music, with a 
sardonic folk ballad style that 
dates back to the Great Depres- 
sion, is freighted with midwest- 
ern authenticity. 

For the past dozen years Hart- 
ford has been turning out splen- 
did records, mostly for the Fly- 
ing Fish label. His first Flying 
Fish recording was ‘‘Mark 
Twang,” released in 1976. With 
classics like ‘‘Don’t Leave Your 
Records in the Sun,’’ and “The 
Julia Belle Swain” it garnered 
that year’s Grammy Award. for 
Best Traditional Folk Recording. 

Hartford received’ a Grammy 
nomination this year, for ‘‘Annu- 
al Waltz” (MCA 5861), in the 
category of Best Contemporary 
Folk Recording. Probably the 
slickest record that he ever has 
recorded, it features the Hart- 
ford String Band turning outa 
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highly polished country and blue- 
grass sound. | 

The songs on ‘‘Annual Waltz’ 
seem unusually straightforward, 
considering their composer's fre- 
quently “ironic” disposition. Hart- 
ford originals such as ‘‘All My 
Love For You,” and ‘Learning 
to Smile All Over Again” turn 
back the calendar with- elegant 
sensitivity “and musicianship. 

The fine instrumental work by 
the Hartford String Band, includ- 


‘ing Hark Howard on guitar and 


mandolin, bassist Roy Huskey 
Jr., fiddler John Yudkin, Jack 
Clement on guitar, percussionist 
Kenny Mailone and Hartford on 
@ variety of instruments, is high- 
lighted on “‘Ohio River Rag” and 
“Pennington Bend.”
